But while England had lost whatever 
she once held under the old Church of 
the splendors of a great hierarchy, and 
the magnificence of n still more impos- 
ing rituid, she was in that miserable 
transition state where all that eiists in 
the form of a bittor persecution in Kome 
was mingled with petty acts of tyranny 
to enforce conformity in ritual and wor- 
ship. 


All this was offensive and disgusting 


to the pride of such men as Carver, 
Bradford, 'Winslow nnd Miles Standish, 
and so they left England for "a better 
laud." 
These men were pilgrims—pre. 


cisely tt'hat they pretended to be. They 
were in search of n home: and where 
liberty Avm\t, there they would find one 
—there could be no other home for them. I 
When jit last they had seen to their grief 
that in worn out old Europe there was 
no place to build up a Mr heritage for 
the future, they tors up the tree of liber- 
ty by the roots', and brought it to a more 
(W'tnial clime. It was in tlmt spirit 
they reac-hed the shores of Massachu- 
setts; audit was with souvenirs just as 
ilenr to them that the Hollanders made 
their first settlement on the Island of 
Manhattan.—Our J'"trxt Jlnmtrcil .i'fnrn.
